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DETAILED ACTION 

The applicant's response to the final rejection has been received and considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argued that the prior art of record (Do) fails to teach continuous 
interference nionitoring. 

The examiner supplemented the teaching of the primary prior art of record 
Meredith which teaches continuous Interference monitoring wherein interference data 
can be displayed on a user interface with that of Do or Jang to teach that being able to 
request monitoring of errors or interference is notoriously well known as taught by either 
secondary reference. 

Do teaches a wireless communication system wherein a user or operator from an 
operation support system can request monitoring of a communication service which 
according to (see col. 4 lines 1-2) in part helps to track sources of errors. 

Jang teaches a communication system for measuring of interference of a base 
station wherein a user associated with a control computer can request measurement of 
interference continuously continuously until a stop command has been sent by the 
measurement operator thus in essence Jang teaches the ability to send a request, 
requesting monitoring of interference. Furthemriore, arguably, it can be said that the 
monitoring can be done continuously till a stop command is sent (se col. 3 lines 3-22, 
col. 5 lines 26-30). The ability to continuously monitor interference is not novel for 
instance as taught by Meredith. 
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Note that arguably, even with Meredith, the system must be set up in such a way 
that monitoring would be done as expected based on a request or a desire to measure 
or gather data associated with interterence. 

Thus, the combination renders obvious the ability to perform monitoring of 
interference and performing monitoring when a request is received.
